Animal Belonging to the Polles at
Shanghal Gave Valuable Ald,

pollensintion in Bhnnghal perhaps one
of the most falthfnl and intelligent
animuls of the dumb ereation, and one
which was truly regarded by the
Shanghal polles as the “pollcemaen’s
dog,'”” n mute but sagacious compan-
fom, whose death lins been regrettod
| by the whola foree. Nigger at his
death was 26 years old, eleven of
which he had served In the Shanghal
pollee foree, His record In the ser-
| wiee shows that he has actunlly besn
in both the publle nnd the mecret do-
partments of the polioe, and had Beon
the monns of efecting the arrest of
many notoriouns orlminals. Nigger, re-
muarks the China Gazelte, was a per-
gonnlily In the fores, pettad as much
by the muperintendent as he was by
constables, both European and native.
Ho was moreover, part and parcel of
them, for he visited them on thelr
usunl beats, was patted, and with a
gontle tall witg traveled onward to
moat the next officer.

‘ king road at about midnlght., Nigger,

who had been with them, wus missod.
A few minotea afterward the animal
made 18 renppearance, whon It began
pawing at the legs of Its mastor, Ser.
geant Madsen, who knew then there
was something wrong Both offlosrs
proceeded to ascertain post, plloted by
Nigger, who at once put his front
paws agninst the door of &4 house and
returned to seratch bils master.
